REPORT  OF  COL.  SIBLEY. 

Wood  L.\ke,  wear  Yellow  MEnici.vE,) 
September  23,  1862.         ) 

Ni»  Hxteiteney,  Alex.  Jiamsty,  St.  Paul. 

Sir—  1  left  the  camp  at  Fort  Ridgley 
on  the  10th  inst.  with  my  command,  and 
reached  this  point  early  in  the  afternoon 
of  the  22d,  There  have  been  small  par 
ties  ot  Indians  each  day  in  plain  sight, 
evidently  acting  as  scouts  for  the  main 
body.  This  morning  I  had  determined 
to  cross  the  Yellow  Medicine  river,  about 
three  miles  distant,  and  there  await  the 
arrival  of  Capt.  Rogers's  company  of  the 
tth  regiment,  which  was  ordered  by  me 
from  New  Ulm,  to  join  me  by  a  forced 
march,  the  presence  of  the  company  there 
being  rendered  unnecessary  by  the  arri- 
val there  ot  another  company  a  few  days 
previous. 

About  7  o  clock  this  morning  the  camp 
was  attacked  by  about  300  Indians,  who 
suddei  !y  made  their  appearance  and 
dashed  down  toward  us,  whooping  and 
yelling  in  their  usual  style  and  firing 
with  great  rapidity. 

The  Renville  Guards,  under  Lieut. 
Gorman,  wore  sent  by  me  to  check  them 
and  Major  Welch  of  the  Third  Regi- 
ment, was  instantly  in  line  with  his  com- 
mand, with  his  skirmishers  in  the  ad- 
vance, by  whom  tfif.  savages  were  gal- 
lantly met,  and  after  a  conflict  of  a  seri- 
ous nature,  repulsed.  Meanwhile  anoth- 
er portion  of  the  Indian  force  passed 
down  a  ravine  on  the  right,  with  a  view 
to  outflank  the  Third  Regiment,  and  I 
ordered  Lie ttt. -Colonel  Marshall,  with 
the  five  companies  of  the  Seventh  Regi- 
ment, who  wjis  ably  seconded  by  Major 
Bradley,  to  advance  to  its  support,  with 
one  six-pounder  under  the  command  of 
Capt.  Hendricks,  and  I  also  ordered  two 
companies  of  the  Sixth  Regiment  to  re- 
inforce him.  Lieut.-Col.  Marshall  ad- 
vanced at  a  double  quick,  amidst  a  show- 
er f.f  Imll.s  from  the  enemy,  which  fortu- 
nately (iiil  little  damage  to  his  command, 
and  uiUr  a  few  volleys,  led  his  men  to  a 
charge,  and  cleared  the  ravine  of  the  sav- 
ages. 

M.ijor  McLaren,  with  Capt.  Wilson's 
company,  took  position  on  the  extreme 
lefl  of  the  camp,  where  he  kept  at  bay  a 
party  of  the  enemy,  who  were  endeavor- 
ing to  gain  the  rear  of  the  camp,  and 
finally  drove  them  back. 

The  battle  raged  tor  about  two  hours, 
the  six-pounder  and  mountain  howitzer 
being  used  with  great  effect,  when  the  In 
dians,  repulsed  at  all  points,  with  great 
loss,  retired  with  precipitation.  1  re- 
trret  to  slate  that  many  casualties  occur- 
red on  our  side.  The  gallant  Major 
Welch  was  badly  wounded  in  the  leg, 
and  Capt.  Wilson  of  the  6th  regiment, 
was  .severely  bruised  by  a  nearly  spent 
ball  in  the  shoulder.  Four  of  our  men 
were  killed, and  between  thirty  and  forty 
wounded,  most  of  them,  I  am  rejoiced  to 
say,  not  seriously. 

The  loss  of  the   enemy,  according  to 
the  statement  of  a  half-breed,  named  Jo- 
seph Campbell,  who  visited  the  camp  un 
der  a  flag  of  truce,  was  thirty  killed,  and 
a  large  number  wounded.       We   found 
and  buried  fourteen  of  the  bodies,  and  as 
the  bttbit  of  the  Indians   is   to  carry  off 
the  bodies  of  their  slain,  it  is  not  proba- 
ble that  the  sum  total  given   by  Camp- 
bell was  exaggerated.     The  severe  chas- 
tisement inflicted  upon   them   has  so  far 
subdued  their  ardor  that  they  sent  a  flag 
of  truce  into  the  camp,  to   express  the 
sentiments  of  the  Wak'pa-tons,  compos- 
ing a  pait  of  the  attacking  force,  and  to 
state  that  they  were   not  strong  enough 
to  fight  us,  aiid  desired  peace,  with  per- 
mission   to    Uke   away  their   dead  and 
wouud.d.       To  this  I  replied,  that  when 
the   prisoners    were  delivered  up,  there 
would  be  time  enough  to  talk  of  peace — 
that  I  would  not  grant  them  permission 
either  to  take  away  their  dead  or  wound- 
ed. 

1  nr.i  assured  by  Campbell  that  there 
is  serious  depression  in  the  Indian  camp 
— many  having  been  opposed  to  the  war, 
but  vere  driven  into  it  by  the  most  vio- 
lent. He  further  stated  that  800  Indi- 
ans were  assembled  at  the  Yellow  Med- 
icine, within  two  miles  of  the  camp,  but 
that  the  greater  number  of  them  took  no 
part  in  the  fight.  The  intention  of  Lit- 
tle Crow  was  to  attack  us  last  night,  but 
be  was  overruled  by  otb-;r8  who  told 
him  if  he  was  a  brave  man  be  ought  to 
fight  the  white  man  by  day  light,  I  am 
fully  prepared  against  night  attaeki^  sbo'd 
it  be  attempted,  although  I  think  the 
lesson  received  by  them  to-day  will 
n-ake  i\vi'n  v.er/  cftutioua  for  the  future, 


t  have  already  adverted  to  the  skill 
and  courage  of  Lieut.  Col.  MarahBll,  and 
Majors  Welch  and  Bradley,  to  which  I 
b^  leave  to  add  those  of  the  officers  and 
men  of  their  respective  commands.  Lr. 
Colonel  Averlll  and  Major  McLaren 
were  equally  prompt  in  preparing  the 
6th  regiment  for  action,  and  were  both 
under  fire  for  some  time.  Captains 
Grant  and  Bromley  shared  the  dangers 
of  the  field,  with  Lieut.  Col.  Marshall's 
command,  while  Captain  Wilsoo  and 
his  command  rendered  efficient  service. 
The  other  companies  of  the  6th  were 
not  engaged,  having  been  in  position  to 
defend  the  rear  of  the  camp,  but  it  was 
difficult  to  restrain  their  ardor,  so  anx- 
ious were  officers  and  men  to  share  with 
their  comrades  the  perils  of  the  field. 

To  Lieut.  Col.  Fowler,  my  A.  A.  A. 
G.,  I  am  greatly  indebted  for  aid  in  all 
my  movements.  His  military  knowl- 
edge ni'l  ability  being  invaluable  to  me, 
and  his  assistance  in  to-day's  affair  par- 
ticularly so.  To  Major  Forbes,  Messrs. 
Patch,  Gregg  and  McLeod  of  my  staff, 
who  caaried  my  orders,  I  must  also 
acknowledge  myself  under  obligations 
for  their  activity  and  zeal,  while  to  Ma- 
jor Brown,  also  of  my  staff",  though  suf- 
fering from  illness,  it  would  be  injustice 
not  to  state  that  he  aided  me  materially 
with  his  exerlions  and  advice.  The 
medical  stiifT  of  the  several  regiments 
were  cool  and  expert  in  rendering  pro- 
fessional aid  to  the  wounded.  Assistant 
Surgeon  Leignueret,  attached  to  my 
staff*,  is  to  be  commended  for  bis  skill 
and  diligence. 

I  am  very  much  in  want  of  bread  ra- 
tions, six  pounder  ammunition  and  shells 
for  the  howitzer,  and  unless  soon  sup- 
plied, I  shall  bo  compelled  to  fall  back 
which  under  present oircumstanoes,would 
be  a  calamity,  as  it  would  afTord  time 
for  the  escape  of  the  Indians,  with  their 
captives. 

I  hope  a  large  body  of  cavalry  is  be- 
fore this  on  its  way  to  join  me.  If  I  iuid 
been  provided  with  500  of  this  discrip- 
tion  of  force,  to-day,  I  venture  the  a.sser- 
tion,  that  I  could  have  killed  the  greater 
part  of  the  lndians,and  brought  the  cam- 
paign to  a  stfceesshil  close. 

Rev.  Mr.  Riggs,  Chaplain  of  the  Ex- 
pedition, so  well  known  for  bis  knowl- 
edge of  the  Indiansy  has  been  of  the  great- 
est seiviee  to  me,  »Dce  be  joined  my 
command. 

I  enclose  the  official  report  of  Lieuten- 
ant Col.  Marshall.  I  omitted  to  men- 
tion Lieut.  Gorman  and  his  corps  of 
Renville  Rangers.  They  have  been  ex- 
tremely liseful  to  me  by  their  courage 
and  skill  as  skirmishers.  Captam  Hen- 
d.neks  and  his  artillerists  won  deserred 
praise  to-day,  and  CaipiAiD  SCerre)},  with 
his  siYMtn  bot  g»Iil!a«9it  torp»  of  cavalry 
twefkty-seven  in  number,  did  good  ser- 
vice also. 

I  send  report  of  the  several  Surgeons, 
embracing  lists  of  the  killed  and  woun- 
ded.

It  was  Sunday  afternoon,  about  two 
weeks  since,  we  stood  on  the  steps  of  the 
Metropolitan  Hotel,  at  Red  Wing  Min- 
nesota.

A  Tew  Sober  Reflections  on  the 
Condition  of  onr  Conutry. 

W^e  cannot  well  understand   how  any 
•KWie  at  all   familiar  with    public   affairs, 
lookin"  over  the  whole  ground  and  care- 
fully noting  the  progress   of  events,  can 
fail  to  be  filled  with  the  most  icriuus  ap- 
prehension and   alarm.      Standing  here 
in  the  extreme  north-western  State,  and 
being  fully  idtntified   in   interest  and  af- 
fection with  this  people,  we  are  forced  to 
admit  (reluctantly,  it   is   true),  but  still 
we  must  admit,   th«t  from   this   stand 
-point,  we  can  perceive  but  few  signs  of 
promise  in  the  political  horizon  ;  nor  can 
we  observe  any  thing  which  is  calculated 
to  cheer  the  heart  of  the  patriot. 

It  is  true  that  the  people  of  the  North 
are  still  hopeful  and  determined,  not- 
withstanding the  reverses  which  have  at- 
tended our  arms.  It  is  true  that  the 
vast  resources  of  the  North  will  be  free- 
ly employed  by  the  patriotic  people  to 
maintain  the  integrity  of  the  Govern- 
ment, and  it  is  true  also  that  we  have,  or 
will  shortly  have,  r  early  one  million  of 
armed  men  in  the  field,  ready  to  die,  if 
.need  be,  in  defense  of  the  Union. 

Such  an  exhibition  of  patriotism,  of 
'love  of  country,  of  devotion  to  liberty, 
as  we  see  in  the  North,  was  never  wit- 
nessed in  the  world  before — and  yet  how 
•is  the  power  which  the  people  have  put 
forth  being  used  by  those  who  have  the 
management  of  public  affairs  ! 

It  is  not  the  enemy    in   front   of  our 
armv.  but  it  is  the  direction  which  events 
have  taken  —  the   manner  in  which  the 
-majestic  power  of  the  people  has  been 
.employed — that  alarms  us.     Let  us  look 
back  for  a  few  months.     Six  months  ago 
we  had  a  grand,  victorious,  triumphant 
•western  army.     It  had  been   led  by  gal- 
lant western  Generals  from  one  success- 
ful battle-field  to  another,  until  at  last 
■the  whole  nation  were  forced   to    admit 
that  the  Great  West  was   the  right  arm 
.of  the  Government.        Whilst  the  army 
of  the  East  lay  quiet  and  inactive  on  the 
ibanks  of  the  Potomac,  the  army  of  the 
West,  united  in  one  Department,  swept 
like  a  consuming  fire  frftm  one  rebellious 
State  to  .nnoth^T,  and   establishing,  as  it 
went,  the  authority  of  the  Government. 
As  western  men,  we  were  proud  of  that 


thing  pertaining  to   the    organization  of 
the  army,  is  placed    by  the  President  in 
the  hands  of  the  commanding  Generals  ; 
and  we  feel  confident  that  all  will  admit 
that  the  Generals  most  intimately  con- 
nected with  the   army  of  the   Potomac 
are  thoac  who  to-day  have  tho  control  of 
the  entire  army  of  the  Union.     Now,  is 
it  too  violent  a  presumption  for  us  Ut  as- 
sume that  the  disintegration  of  the  West- 
ern army  was  effected   by  the    military 
power  of  the   Potomac,  for  the  purpose 
of  lessening  the   power  and  influence  of 
the  one  and  augmenting  that  of  the  oth- 
er? 

Does  not  the  history  of  niHitary 
achievements  justify  this  presumption  ? 
Have  not  commanding  Generals  in  all 
times  past  been  impatient  of  restraint, 
and  jealous  of  military  rivalry  1 

We  confess  that,  to  us,  it  looks  as  if 
the  division  and  consequent  weakness  of 
the  Western  army,  and   the  concentra- 
tion and  influence  of  that  of  the  Potomac, 
portends  evil.     We  can  perceive  in  this 
policy  nothing   to   give    us   encourage- 
ment and  hope.     How  long  can  the  liber- 
ties and  institutions  of  a  people  be  pre- 
served with  an   army   of  400,000  sur- 
rounding its  Capital  ?       As  we   look  at 
this  question,  the  liberty-loving,  patriot- 
ic army  of  the  West  must  save  the  Un- 
ion if  it  is  saved  at  all.      It   must  once 
again  be  united  into  one  grand,  power- 
ful Department,  and   led    by    Western 
Generals,  in  whom    the   gallant   troops 
can   trust.       This   being   accomplished, 
that  army  will  become  powerful  and  ir- 
resistible, and  it  will  march  forward  to 
new  fields  of  glory  and  triumph.      The 
victories  of  Mill  Spring,  Henry,  Donel- 
8on,  Island  No.  10,Shiloh,  and  Pea  Ridge, 
will  be  restored  to  us,  and    new  b.tttles 
will  be  fought  and  new  victories  will  be 
won  in  honor  of  the   flag  of  the  Union. 


If  this  can  be  accomplished,  the  Western 
people  will  be  rescued  from  thedi^race 
of  digging  ditches  in  front  of  Cincinnati 
and  Louisville,  and  the  pilot  on  the  Ohio 
river  will  no  longer  guide  his  vessel  by 
the  light  of  burning  cities  and  villages 
upon  its  banks.

And  now  we  who  from  the  caD>p  had 
anxiously  aiul  impatiently  watched  the 
progress  of  the  battle  almost  held  our 
breath  in  terrible  suspenst?,  and  as  the 
cry,  "The  Third  are  retreatir>g,"  passed 
from  lip  to  lip,  and  their  danger  becaciTto 
more  imminent,  words  of  iaii>e  eannol 
paint  the  excitement  that  eiKoed.  Tbey 
seem  to  mix  together,  the  red-skrns  and 
our  own  brave  boys,  so  close  are  they 
upon  each  other. 

But  company  I  coold   I<wk  no  longer 
upon    the   scene.     The   cheering  cry    of 
"  Attention  !  "  announces   to  us  that  we 
too  are   to  have  a  hand   in,  and    that  a 
small  portion  of  the  honor  and  glory  is 
to  be  ours.     We  march  to  the  color-line 
—three  companies  are  drawn   up  in  line 
of  battle  ;  c:>mpanies  F  andl  are  ordered 
to  advance  at  double-quick  and  over  the 
prairie  we  davsh  at  a  pace   that   double- 
quick   is   no  name  for.      "Deploy    as 
skirmisher.'^,  from  tl»e  left ;  in  groups  of 
four  take  intervals,"  is  the   order   ftum 
our   Major,   and    our  comi)any    taking 
the  left  of   the  line  of  skirmishers,  it  is 
obeyed,  and   soia  we  find   ourselves  in 
front   of  150  painted,   half-naked,  hell- 
deserving  pagans,  !od  by  Little  Crow  in 
person,      Ihe   right  of  our   camp    was 
protected  by  Wood  Lake,  and  the  heav- 
iest fightmg  was  done  on  the  right  of  the 
Lake.     To  the   left   of,  and  a  fcw    rods 
from  Wood  Ijike,  fading  from  our  color- 
line,  lay  two   smaller  sized    lakes.     The 
neck  of   land  dividing   ther»>   from    each 
other  was  traversed   near  the  center  by 
a  deep  ravine  in   which  a  part  of  Little 
Crow's  warriors  were  concealed,^  the  bal- 
ance appearing   on  a  bloff  oppt»site.     It 
was  evidently  the  object  of  this  force  to 
gain  possession  of  this  neck  and   attack 
our  camp,  from    which  they  no   doubt 
thought  most  of  our  men  had  been  drawn 
by   the   fight,   hoping,  no   doubt,  to  get 
booty  ar.d  glory  both  together.     In  this, 
you  see,  he  was  in  ft  measure  foiled    by 
our  movement,  as  he  had    to  fight  a  bat- 
tle about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from 
the  place  they  wished  to.     However,  he 
opened  fire  on  as  at  another  long  range, 
having  the  advantage  of  the  wind,  and 
the  bullets  whistled  around  our  ears  and 
struck  the  ground  quite  lively,  doing  no 
damage  to  us  with  the  exception  of  slight- 
ly wounding  Captain   Wilson  of  compa- 
ny F, 

Afler  about  half  an  hour's  firing  they 
disappeared.  The  firing  on  our  right  las- 
ted for  an  hour  or  so,  and  then  the  loud 
hurrahs  of  our  mer.  proclaimed  a  victory 
won.  The  pagans  fled,  leaving  behind  a 
large  number  of  their  dead,  most  of 
whom  were  deprived  of  their  scalps  be- 
fore burial.  We  took  one  prisoner,  who, 
badly  wounded  was  endeavoring  to  make 
his  escape,  but  finding  himself  closely 
pursued  threw  away  his  gun  and  facing 
round  exclaimed  in  good  English,  "Here 
I  am,  boys,  kill  me  if  you  want  to,"  He 
was  at  Birch  Coolie,  by  his  own  confess- 
ion, and  has  doubtless  participated  in 
many  other  massacres.  He  has  the 
best  of  care. 

Other-Day  killed  several  Indians  and 
brought  in  one  scalp  anh  a  pony.  An- 
other Indian  brought  1  n  five  ponies.  One 
private  in  company  A  overhauled  an  In- 
dian, and  was  rewarded  by  sundry 
pieces  of  genuine  yellow  stuff.  Many 
other  incidents  I  must  omit  as  my  time 
is  short. 

Since  the  fight  we  have  been  visited  by 
several  flags  of  truce.  The  last  one 
came  at  three  o'clock  to-day  and  reports 
a  split  among  the  Indians,  Standing  Buf- 
falo refusing  to  Uke  part  with  Little 
Crow,  that  the  prisoners  are  now  guard- 
ed by  about  200  friendly   Indians  who

DISPATCUES  FROM  COL.  SIBLEY  TO  GEN  POPK. 
Cami-  Relkase  (Opposite  Mouth  of^ 
Chippewa  River,)  Sept.  27,  1862.) 

General:  *  *  *  Yesterday  I 
came  to  this  place  with  my  command, 
having  been  met  by  several  half  breeds 
with  a  flag  of  truce.  I  encamped  within 
five  hundred  yards  of  a  large  camp  of 
about  one  hundred  and  fifty  lodges  of 
friendly  Indians  and  half-breeds,  who  had 
separated  themselves  from  Little  Crow 
and  the  miserable  crew  with  him, -and 
had  secured  from  them  most  of  the  white 
captives,  awaiting  my  arrival. 

About  two  o'clock  in  the  aflernoon  1 
paid  a  formal  visit  to  the  camp,  attended 
bv  the  members  of  my  staff  and  the  com- 
manding officers  of  corps,  Mith  two  com- 
panies of  infantry  as  an  escort. 

Leaving  the    latter  on    the   outside  of 
the  line  of  lodges,  1    entered   the  camp, 
where  I  found  tfe\t   regular  rille-pits  had 
been  constnic-ted.  m  anlicipatitrti  of  »n  at 
taek  by  the  hostile  tndisn.^.      I   told  tht- 
interpreter  to  call   the  thiefs  and  head 
i\\en  together,  for  I  had  sonwthing  to  say 
to  tfecro.       'ITie  Indians  and    h^lf  breed.s 
assembled   accordit^ly    in   considerable 
numbers,  hnd   1  prtK-eeded  to  give  them 
briefly  roy  views  of  tlie  lute  proceedings, 
my  detenninalhHv  thrtt  the  guilty    par- 
ties shouW  be  imrsiied  and    overtaken,  if 
pt)ssible,  and  I  made  a  demand    that   all 
the  CJtptfvcs   should  be   delivered  to  n  » 
instantly,  that  1  might   take  them  to  my 

camp. 

After  speeches  in  which  they   .serious- 
ly condemned  the  war  party,  and  deniiid 
any    participation    in  their    proceetlings, 
and  gave  me  assurance   that  tlx^y  would 
not   have   dared  to  c»»me   and  take    my 
hand  if  their  own  was   stained    with  the 
blood  of  the  whites,  they    assembled  the 
captive  women  and  childrt-n,  snd   form- 
ally delivered  them  up  to  me  to  the  •.lum- 
ber  of  ninty-one  pure  whit.s.     When  ta- 
king the  names   of  such  as   had  been  V?.- 
struincntal  in  obtaining  thcreloflso  ofihe 
pri.sf>ncrs  from    the  hostile    Indians,  and 
telling  the   principal    men  I  would    hold 
another   to-day,   1   conducted    the   poor 
captives  to  my    camp,  whi  re  1  had  pre- 
paired  tents  for  their  accomraodjition. 

There  were  some  ir.vS»{wices  of  stolidity 
amor^g  tbem,  bnt  for  the  most  part,  the 
pot>r  creature.'',  relieved  of  the  horrible 
suspense  in  which  they  had  been  kept, 
and  some  of  the  younger  women,  freed 
from  the  loathsome  attentions  to  which 
they  had  been  subjected  by  their  brutal 
captors,  were  fairly    overwhelmed   with 

j'>y- 

I  am  doing  the  best  I  can  f'yr  them-,  and 

will  send  them  down  ttMiay,  together 
with  a  large  number  of  half  breeds,  who 
have  been  also  kept  in  restraint  here. 
The  first  mentioned  are  pure  white  wom- 
en and  children,,  two  or  thiee  of  the  hit- 
ler being  very  small  orphans,  all  their 
relations  having  been  killed,  A  list  of 
ihem  will  accompany  this  communica- 
tion. 

After  the  disastrous  result  to  himself 
and  tlie  band  associated  with  him,  at  the 
battle  of  Wood  Lake,  the  half-breeds  re- 
port that  falling  back  to  this  point,  they 
hastily  struck  their  teats  and  commenced 
retreating  in  great  terror.     *  *  * 

I  have  issued  an  order  appointing  a 
military  commission,  t^nsisting  of  two 
field  officers  and  the  senior  Captain  of 
the  Sixth  Regiment,  (Ca)1.  Crook-s,  LJeut.- 
Col.  Marshall,  and  Capt.  Grant),  for  the 
examination  of  all  the  men  half-breeds, 
as  well  as  Indiuns  in  the  camp  near  us, 
with  instructions  to  sift  the  antecedents 
of  each,  so  that  if  there  are  guilty  parties 
among  them,  they  can  be  arrested  and 
properly  dealt  with. 

1  have  no  doubt  we  shall  find  some 
such  in  the  number,  I  will  report  the 
result  in  due  time.  I  have  a  wounded 
pri.soner  in  my  camp. 

The  number  of  half-breeds  who  were 
retained  by  the  hostile  Indians  as  pris- 
oners, and  now  under  my  protection, 
will  considerably  exceed  one  hundred, 
but  the  exact  number  can   not   now    be 

given.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  refer 
to  my  dispatch  of  yesterday  for  a  detail 
of  my  military  operations  in  this  quar- 
ter. I  have  apprehended  sixteen  Indians 
in  the  friendly  camp  adjoining,  who  are 
suspected  of  being  participators  in  the 
late  outrages  and  I  have  appointed  a  mil- 
itary commission  of  five  officers  to  try 
them.  1  enclose  a  copy  of  the  order  di- 
recting it.  If  found  guilty,  th-y  will  be 
immediately  executed,  although  I  am 
somewhat  in  doubt  whether  my  author- 
ity extends  quite  so  far.  An  example 
is,  however,  imperatively  necessary,  and 
I  trust  you  will  approve  the  act,  should 
it  happen  that  some  real  criminals  have 
been  seized  and  disposed  of. 

I  have  information,  apparently  reli- 
able, that  Little  Crow  and  his  adherents 
are  at  Big  Stone  Lake,  sixty-five  miles 
above  this,  where  it  is  supposed  he  will 
be  stopped  by  Standing  Buffablo's  Sis-

sickness.  He  has  been  sick  for  some 
time,  and  after  trying  several  physicians 
here,  he  went  to  the  water  cure  establish- 
ment where  he  was  seized  with  a  fever 
which  terminated  fatally.  His  body 
was  removed  to  Waltham,  Massachu- 
setts, by  his  brothers,  Major  Banks  and 
Miles  Banks.

S.  Any  person  who  takes  a  paper  regularly 
from  the  post-office— whether  directed  to  his 
luune  or  another— whether  he  haa  subscribed 
or  not  is  responsible  for  the  pay.

Nobly  the  brav*  boys  b«»re 
their  misfortune's,  beh^ildjpg  theif  ranks 
grow  thin,  and  burying  their    coiiwjideJi 
beneath  iheir  feet   as  they   pass.  d.  with- 
out a  m  jripur.

The  Whig  speaks  of  President  Lin- 
coln's pniclamation  as  ordaining  a  ser- 
vile insurrection  in  the  confederate  states, 
and  says  it  is  not  understood  North  or 
South.

Our  friend*  at  least   are    all 
thai  when  we  enlisted    we  needed  a  fur- 
lough of  fro  m  one  to  three  weeks  to  ar- 
range our  affairs  at  home  and  leave  our 
families    in  comfortable  circumstances; 
and  we  all  had  reason  to  expect  that  we 
should  bftftllowed    thi«  liuMj^fcr  the  pur- 
po#e>uggOBted.      It  ishuWCTtr  unoeoes- 
sary  to  state  that  our  wishes  and  expect- 
ations have  not  been  realiziid  ;  and  if  we 
were   ordered   to  join  our  army    in  the 
South,  in  one,  two  or  three  weeks  from 
this  lime,  we   should    not   probably    be 
allowed  even  a  short  furl*>ugh  to  straiglt- 
en  up   our  deranged    affairs    at    home. 
We  have  the  pleasure  of  knowing   that 
our  services  can  in  no  wise  be  dispCwSed 
with,     LiUlo  as   we   know    of  military 
affairs,  and  umK»ldierly    us  our  «xterniil 
appearance  is,  w<j  ar©  really  of  so  much 
consequence  that  we  cannot  be  spared  a 
moment  to   attend   to  trifling  personal 
matters.     We  certainly  are  in  a  fair  way 
of  being  promoted    if  we    keep   on    the 
right  side  of  Uncle   Sam  and   give  him 
our  services    without  grumbling   minus 
clothes  and  pay.

With    the  e.tception   of  our  commis- 
sioned officTis,  we  have  but  litt.'e  if  any 
ir.ore   cli)thing  than   when   we    left  our 
homes  for    Fort    Snelling    ab<»ut    two 
months  ago.     We  then  expected  our  ar- 
my ch.thes  immediately.  Some  of  course 
were  better  prepared  thAD  ohers  for  the 
change?  in  the  weather  and  eireumstances 
that  have  occurred  since,  but  most  .»f  us 
were  clad  with  reference  to  warm  weath- 
er and  were  all  the  time    promised    our 
clothes   soon.      Had  we   staid    at  Fort 
Snelling   a  day  or  two    longer    than  we 
did,  it  would    very  likely  have  been  dif- 
ferent with  us.     I  am  told  by  one    who 
knows  that   clothe*    for    our    company 
reached  Fort  Sneelling  the  very  day  we 
left,  but  our  Captain  did  not  know  it  till 
two  days  *fter.

Col.  Sanborn  noble  contested  iTieneld

The  conduct  of  our  troops  was  heroic 
in  the  extreme.  Most  of  those  engaged 
were  under  fire  for  the  first  time,  yet 
they  stood  amid  the  shock  of  the  brttle 
like  veterans,  and  crowned  themselves 
and  their  State  witJi  glory. 

The  4th  Minnesota  poured  ite  deadly 
volleys  with  such  steadiness  and  preci- 
sion of  aim  into  the  attacking  foe  on  the 
left,  that  at  each  discharge,  with  deci- 
mated ranks,  he  broke  and  fled.  This 
regiment  is  mostly  composed  of  trappers 
and  hunters  from  the  North-west,  and 
they  wasted  but  few  shots,  and  maintain- 
ed their  ground  with  perfect  ease. 

Gen.  Jerry  C.  Sullivan,  commanding 
the  Second  Brigade,  and  Col.  John  B. 
Sanborn  of  the  4tb  Minnesota,  command- 
ing the  First  Brigade,  excited  and  de- 
serves the  highest  admiration  for  fear- 
lessness, coolness  and  daring,  exhibited 
during  the  whole  battle,  and  for  the 
skill  with  which  they  managed  their 
men.

is  itself  a  physical   organ,  oai^f  i«  rmwQ 
not  be  exercised   alone.     But    tlie    pale 
and*  puny  student,  viio  flatters  hiSr^eU • 
oonceit   that  he  is    suffering    dyspdpsia, 
and<  all  the  ills  that  come  with  it,  because 
he  is-  so  intellectunl,  may  not  lay    that 
flatoering;  Bt>ction  to  his  soul  any  longer.

Then  at- 
tacking the  rebels  who  had  come  over, 
he  did  fearful  execution   among    them, 
killing  faom   five  to  nine  hiindred  men 
and  taking  the  rest  prisoners.

It  must  nrt  be  forgotten  that  every 
word  of  this  platform  was  carefully 
weighed  and  studied,  and  that  these 
omissions  were  intended,  and  are  nn)st 
significant. 

What  does  the  party  we  repre8»'nt 
propose  f«ir  the  future  ?

treme severity  "  against  armed    traitora 
I  ar.d  rebels. 

Their  teart*  are  not  for  the  blood 
that  flows  from  Northern  aod  loy^l  veins, 
but  for  that  which  may  chance  to  flow 
from  Southern  and  rebellious  veins. 

Tliey  desire  that  a  long-sufTerinf;, 
iQUch-enduring  nation  shall  patiently  sub-

Do  not  stop  our  armies,  in  the  full  ca- 
reer of  triumph,  by  permitting  the 
machinations  of  desperate  pcditicans. 

Do  not  add  years  to  the  duration  of  the 
war  and  thousands  of  millions  to  the  na- 
tional debt,  by  an  effort  to  reconstruct 
the  governmei.t  in  the  midst  of  the  at- 
tacks of  a  powerful  foe. 

Upon  the  sound  judgment,  the  resolutf 
patriotism  of  the  people,  rests  the  salva- 
tion of  the  nation. 

It  the  people  are  equal  to  the  task  the  day 
ot  peace  will  soon  come,  and  the  nation, 
rising  with  renovated  strength  trom  its 
calamities,  will  advance  along  the  vale 
of  coming  years,  great,  exnltant  and 
blessed  of  all  men. 

If  the  people  give  way  to  cowardly 
doubts,  to  factious  sentiments,  to  merce- 
nary m(.tives,  this  great  people  will  sink 
in  a  sea  of  misrule  and  misery.

As  war  is  very  dangerous  to  free  gov- 
ernment, do  not  let  us  prolong  and  in- 
crease the  danger  by  intestine    dissen- 


heretofore  been  deaf  to  her  appeals  1    A 
strange  nation,  in  the    condition    of  the 
free  people  ot   this    country,  would  ex- 
cite the  sympathies  of  those  sympathiz 
ers  with  treason.

William  C-urtland  Preritice  died  on 
Monday  last,  at  Augusvi,  Kentucky,  of 
wounds  received  a?  the  conflict  at  that 
place  on  the  preceding  Saturday.  He 
perished  in  the  cause  «»f  the  rebellion. 

It  is  not  in  thi;  colnmns  of  a^ncwspa- 
per,  it  is  only  in  tliu  family  circle  or  in 
the  hush  of  solitude  that  the  emotions  of 
a  parent  over  such  an  event  should  have 
utterance.  The  tears  of  weeping  eyes 
and  fast  trickling  drops  of  bleeding 
hearts  are  not  for  public  gaze.  The 
deepest  agonies  should  be  cor.tent  to  fold 
their  sombre  wings  in  the  soul.  Constv 
lation  could  not  come  from  the  world's 
sympathy;  it  can  be  looked  for  only 
from  God  and  his  angel  Time.  Nay. 
there  are  griefs  that  time  itself  has  no 
p<.wer  to  allay  or  soothe,  griefs  that,  like 
running  streams  are  deeping  their  chan- 
nels forever. 

William  Courtland  Prentice  was  no 
common  young  man.  He  was  remarka- 
ble in  his  powers  and  in  his  tempera- 
ment. A  model  of  manly  beauty,  he 
had  extraordinary  intellectual  energy,  a 
strong  thirst  for  strange  and  curious 
knowledge,  and  a  deep  passion  for  all 
that  is  sublime  and  beautiful  in  poetry 
and  naturMJ  He  wiis  generous,  manly, 
high  hearted,  and  of  «  corrrt^tf  that  no 
mortal  peril,  come  in  what  form  it  might, 
could  daunt.  He  exulted  in  looking  de- 
struction fiice  to  fa  :  in  all  its  ways.  He 
loved  wild  and  dan^urous  adventure  for 
the  very  danger's  sake.  His  eagle  spirit 
lived  among  the  mountain  crags,  and 
sh  mted  back  the  shouts  of  the  storm. 
Although  kind,  uiiselfisn  and  humane, 
he  was  impetuous,  passionate,  and  of  un- 
conquerable prejiniices.  He  was  not  un- 
frequently  unju.st  in  his  judgments,  and 
he  permitted  nothing  to  stand  between 
him  and  the  execution  of  h'.s  purpose. 

This  young  man,  if  he  had  always  di- 
rected his  energies  judiciously,  could  have 
made  himself  a  distinguished  ornament 
in  any  profession  of  life.  He  might  have 
been  an  able  and  honored  statesman  in 
the  service  of  the  republic.  But  an  in- 
tense Southern  sympnthy,  in  spite  of  the 
arguments,  the  Remonstrances,  and  the 
entreaties  of  those  who  dearly  loved  him, 
made  him  an  active  rebel  against  his 
country.  And,  after  a  brief  five  weeks'  [ 
service  in  the  rebel  ranks,  he  fell,  soon 
to  breathe  out  his  fiery  life,  receiving, 
meanwhile,  far  away  from  his  family,  the 
kindly  ministrations  of  those  against 
whose  cause  his  strong  right  arm  had 
been  raised.  O,  if  he  had  fallen  in  his 
country's  service,  fallen  with  his  burning 
eyes  fixed  in  love  and  devotion  upon  the 
flag  that  for  more  than  three-fourths  of  a 
century  has  beet,  a  star  of  worship  tohis 
ancestors,  his  early  death,  though  still 
terrible,  might  have  been  borne  by  a 
father's  heart ;  but,  alas  !  the  reflection 
that  he  fell  in  armed  rebellion  against 
that  glorious  old  banner, now  the  emblem 
of  the  greatest  and  holiest  cause  the 
world  ever  knew,  is  full  of  desolation 
ftnd  almost  of  desp.iir. 

And  yet  we  shall  love  to  think  of 
Courtland  Prentice,  that  brave  a.nd  nt»- 
ble,  though  misguided  youth,  during  the 
little  remnant  of  our  lives.  Our  love  fur 
him,  undimmed  by  tears  and  grief,  is, 
and  will  remain,  an  amaranthine  flower 
upon  the  grave  of  «mr  buried  years. 


A  Wonan  Eladea  the  JPolico  Oe- 
tecClves  for  fwo  Year*-— !• 
C^aofflil  at  Eiasf. 

The  New  York  World,  of  the  lOth,  has 
the  following  account  of  the  arrest  in 
that  city  of  a  woman  whom  the  police 
have  been  watching  for  some  time : 
Ellen  Wagner,  alias  McNeal,  McNabb, 
Davis,  Burns,  Smith,  and  a  dozen  other 
aliases,  was  arrested  yesterday  by  de- 
tective Frost  of  Brooklyn.  This  is  one 
of  the  roost  important  arresta  that  have 
been  made  in  a  number  of  years.  The 
prisoner  has  been  t>peratiug  in  this  city 
and  in  other  cities,  inclnding  all  the  fash- 
ionable wateaing  places,  and  sev- 
eral States.  Her  method  was  to  an- 
swer advertisementa  in  the  papers  where 
a  domestic  or  housemaid  was  required 
for  service.  After  securing  the  place, 
she  would  remain  long  enough  to  discov- 
er the  locality  of  the  silver  ware,  jewels 
and  othef  valuables,  and  would  then,  by 
the  aid  of  accomplices,  "  clean  the  house 
out."  She  usually  boarded  at  the  fash- 
ionable boarding  houses,  dressing  in  ele- 
gant style,  and  acting  the  lady  in  all 
particulars.  Sne  is  not  above  20  years 
of  age,  and  is  very  highly  accomplished, 
having,  during  the  six  years  which  abe 
has  devoted  to  crime,  paid  particular  at- 
tention to  her  education.  She  is  an 
accomplished  pianist,  and  converses  read- 
ily upon  all  subjects. 

When  arrested  at  her  boarding  house, 
in  Bleeker  street,  the  detectives  ascertain- 
ed that  she  was  in  the  habit  of  eating 
from  her  own  dishes,  they  being  silver, 
and  that  she  used  silver  spoons,  forks, 
1  apkin-rings,  baskets,  &c.,  all  her  own 
property.  Here  she  passed  as  »he  wife 
ot  Lieutenant  Colonel  Davis,  of  the  Un- 
ion army.  When  an  advertisement  ap- 
peared which  attracted  her  attention,  she 
would  leave  her  boarding  bouse,  stating 
that  she  would  be  absent  for  a  week  or 
ten  days.  She  would  then  don  the  garb 
of  a  domestic  and  make  application  for 
the  place,  which  she  usually  succeeded 
in  getting.  Her  appearance  was  prepos- 
sessing and  her  manner  winning,  &o 
much  so  that  she  has  often  been  made  a 
companion  in  respectable  and  wealthy 
families.  Having  succeeded  in  robbing 
the  house,  she  would  return  to  her  board- 
ing house,  and  become  Mrs.  Lieut.  Col. 
Davis  in  her  silks  and  jewels.  About 
1700  worth  of  the  property  was  recov- 
ered.

The  Dead  at  Autieiam. 

J.  B.  Kiddo,  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  the 
l37th  Pennsylvania   Volunteers,  writes 
under  date  of  the  27th  ultimo,  as  follows, 
concerning  the  relative  number  of  l^led 
in  the  battle  of  Antietem  :  "  I  told  yoU 
we  had  helped  to  bury  the  dead.  L<it  me 
give  you  the  figures.     We  were  oraered 
to  keep  a  strict  account  of  both  pacties 
and  bnry  them  in  separate  graves.    \Ve 
buried  828  rebels  and  125  Uni<m  troops. 
The  130th  and  14oth  Pennsylvania  were 
also  eng.iged  with  us,  and  worked  a  day 
longer  than  we  did.     I  am  told  by  their 
officers  that  the  disproportion   between 
the  dead  with  them  was   greater  than  I 
have  given  above.      I  am  satisned,  from 
what  I  saw  with  roy  own  eyes,  that  the 
rebels  lost  ten  to  our  one.      The  Wash- 
ington Star  adds  to  this  authentic  state- 
ment of  Lieut.-Col.  Kiddo,  the  fact  that 
within  a  few  days  immediately  previous 
to  the  late  reconnoisance  of  Col.  McLean 
to  Warrenton,  no   less  than  three  thous- 
and of  tho  rebel  wounded  in  the  battles 
of  Maryland  were  sent  through  the  town 
to   Culpepper   Court   Hoosej  their  fail- 
road  ter-tnifrus.       It  is  easy  to  see  from 
facts  like  these  how  little  truth  there  is 
in    Lee's  es*imate  of    five    thousand  as 
his  loss  in  the  engagement  of  Antietam. 

The  Richmond  Whi^f  has  a  gloomy 
article  on  the  condition  of  the  confeder- 
ate currency,  admits  that  the  public 
mind  is  alarmed  on  the  sobjtect,  and 
adds : 

People  begin  to  believe  that  the  cur- 
rency is  regularly  depreciating,  and  this 
very  idea  reacts  upon  the  currency  it- 
self. The  chairman  of  the  House  finance 
committee  has  proclaimed  his  belief  in 
steady  and  progressive  depreciation  of 
confederate  notes  ;  and  this  circumstance 
may  already  have  produced  some  eflTect 
on  the  public.

be  will  have  accomplished  an  important 
pA.-t  of  the  immediate  object  of  his  expe- 
j^ion,  and  the  State  authorities  deserve 
•jfrcat  credit  for  the  achievement  of  such 
'decisive  results,  solely  upon  the  slender 
.military  resources  of  the  State  itself  and 
iwitbout    assistance  from     abroad.     But

Until  Little  Crow  and  every  one  of  his 
aesa^siu  horde  are  delivered  up  and  hung 
as  high  as  Haman— until  the  Sioux  na- 
tion from  Fort  Ridgley  to  the  Rocky 
'M'^untftins,  istt.ught  by  a  comprehensive 
example  t-f  prompt  and  terrible  retribu- 
tion, that  the  life  of  a  single  citizen  of  the 
United  St.-.tes  is  worth  more  than  their 
whole  nation,  in  the  eves  of  the  Govern-
